' Néw York, July -31.—[{Special. }-\Jonn 
Mitchelt, former president. of the United 
Mineworkers of America, announced tonight 
thet under no circumstances deere, de take 


is looked upon next to 
the head of organized labor in this country, 
caused & profound sensation in labor cir- 
cles tonight. Mr. Mitchell made known in 
emphatic language first that he would make 


no speeches for Bryan and, secondly, that | 


he does not intend to take any part what- 
ever in the coming election. 

Mr. Mitchell's declaration will undoubtedly 
be a great surprise to President Gompers, 
who, as is well known. hae always sought 
the advice of this cool headed, abie labor 
leader, who displayed his ability in the great 
anthracite coal strike of 1002: For this 
reason it was Mr. Mitchell who accompanied 
Mr. Gompers to Chicago, where the two made 
a fight before the piatform committee of 
the republican national convention for an 
anti-injunction plank and “ gota stone in- 
stead of bread,” as both expressed them- 
selves at the time. 

They then proceeded to the democratic na- 
tional convention’ at Denver and obtained 
everything they wanted in the platform of 
that party. 


Every Voter His Own Judge. 

It was then that Mr. Gompers declared he 
would do everything in his power to bring 
about the election of Mr. Bryan, Mr. Mitch- 
ell, however, has decided, because of his 
standing as a labor leader, not to express 
any views whatever regarding the political 
situation, and to let every man form his own 
political opinion without any suggestion 
from him. Speaking of President Gompers, 
Mr. Mitchel} said: 

*I will not say whether or not I am in 
sympathy with the stand taken by Mr. 
Gompers. I will not say what side I am on 
nor make any predictions. I am still and 
will remain-a member of the national execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of 
Labor, but 1 did not attend the conference 
of the heads of, national labor organizations 
called to agree On a political program.” 

Has your friendship for President Roose- 
velt changed your mind in reference tb the 
support of Bryan?’ wae asked. 


"Roosevelt Friendship No Factor. 

“Tt am on friendly terms with President 
Roosevelt.“ replied Mr. Mitchell, and think 
highly of him; but that would not sway me 
politically. Our friendship was not brought 
about by politics. I have never met Mr. Taft 
and do not know what kind of a man he is 
except for what I have read about him, I 
have met Mr. Bryan twice, but also know 
littie about bim. 

I want to say positively that I am not talk- 
ing politics; will not give any opinion as to 
what will likely occur or who is going to be 
elected. I want to avoid being put in a posi- 
tion where it might be said I am going to 
take part in the campaign, which I am not.” 

Mr. Mitchell’s name had been mentioned 
as a candidate for vice president on the ticket 
with Mr. Bryan and also for governor of 
Lilinois on the democratic ticket. In.this 
connection he said:

“I will take the largest oge first, Kanka- 
kee, about which you hear so much. In that 
institution, with about 2,400 beds, 1,700 of 
them were old wooden beds and the springs 
of these beds consisted of wood slats nailed 
across them. 

Upon those wood slats was a straw tick. 
Upon the straw tick was one sheet. Upon 
the one sheet was one Dlanket—winter, sum- 
mer, spring, and fall. 


Improvement at Lincoln. 

Then there is the Lincoln institution that 
you hear so much aboutastoitscruelty. The 
first time I went there I went unheralded. 
The superintendent didn't know I was com- 
ing. The physical properties of ‘the institu- 
tion were run down. The ventilation was 
poor. Boys were crowding into dormitories 
with a heat of 100 degrees. The air was so 
foul that a human being could hardly stay in 
it long enough to make an inspection. The 
doors were locked at night with fifty or sixty 
boys locked up in the room. 

In that institution there was not a single 
diagnosis made. I asked for a report. What 
was the report? Sixty per cent tuberculosis 
in the institution. Sixty per cent, and a 
complete analysis today shows but 30 per 
cent of tuberculosis. 

“ At Elgin, with 1,200 patients, there was 
the same general physical condition. When 
I appeared before the legislature two years 
ago the coming January and made a state- 
ment of the fire lists at Elgin, of the cond!- 
tions there, of the risk to your friend and my 
friends in ea four story building, they said 
I was a liar practically. 1 

“Today Elgin has a complete up-to-date 
water system. which automatically is kept 
at a pressure to fight fire in the tallest build- 
ings of that institution. 

“The institution at Taylorville is a new 
one and they have got a good superintendent 
there. The institution at Bartonvilléis prac- 
tically new. It was opened in 1902, and its 
physical condition was good. Jackgonville is 
an old institution, the oldest in the state, and 
many conditions there were poor. 

“At Anna the same conditions prevailed. 
They have no hospital for the oare of the 
physically sick or acute insane. 


Crime to Send Man to Minard. 


“At Minard for the criminal insane it 
was a crime to send a man there, and 18 so 
today. It has not been bettered because the 
institution is to be torn down. Recommenda- 
tions have been met by the legislature and 
acted upon, and they are to move the crim- 
inal insane to the te of the new penitestiary. 

So we said to the governor, Tou must 
give ‘us the state architect, and you must 
give us an engineer to go around and survey 
these institutions and size them up.’ That 
was done immediately. It was found it would 
take 82.500 000 to rehabilitate the institutions 
and bring them up to a proper modern stand- 
ard. When we presented the matter to the 
governor he said if would be impossible to 
get that amount of money. The state has 
not got it to spend, and taxes cannot be 
levied to bring it in. Therefore we must be 
sensible and cyt out those items which are 
of the least importance to bring the institu- 
tions up to the best grade for the money we 
can afford to spend. 


Legislature Cuts Appropriation. 


We went to the legislature and asked 
them to do these things, and they gave us 
about half what we asked for to put the 
institutions in good condition. The result 
is that the work of rehabilitation of the 
state institutions has not been done as we 
Hoped it would. have been done by this time. 
But a great deal has been done. 2 

“Within three weeks I visited some of 
these institutions—Kankakee, Lincoln, and 
Elgin. I wish you could have been with me 
on the first trip and again on the last. The 
conditions were so absolutely different. At 
Kankakee they have a new water supply 
and new pumping system and a new heating 
system. Of the 1,700 beds of wood there 
are now only 700. One thousand new iron 
beds have been put in. 

It is now possible to give modern treat- 
ment to the acute insane in every hospital 
for the insane in Illinois. Two years ago 
there was but one so-called training school 
for nurses in the state institutions, and that 


in name only. In practically every hospital 
for the insane and the feeble minded there 
now is a training a ‘col for nurses and at- 
_ tengants which is compulsory. 


Injuries to Patients. 
| “ Now, we have heard much of the injuries 
to the inmates of the state institutions. In- 
juries are of two classes, avoidable and un- 
avoidable. Unavoidable injuries occur to 
those people who suffer from physica] dis- 
ease. Among the insane that class known 
as general paretics suffer from degenerative 
changes in ali of their tissues and in their 
bones. The bones are fragile frequently, 
and as slight an effort as turning over in bed 
may result in a broken thigh or arm. 

“Other insané people are feeble. 
or some slight accident may result in a bs 
bone or other serious injury. The ep 
hae violent muscular contortions know 
convulsions. Such violent contracti 
muscles may occur as to break a bone 
Lincoln at the present time there is & boy 
who has had seven or eight fits a day, who 
has twice broken an arm in a convulsion 
from mere muscular spasms while he was in 
bed. Other feeble minded children, who often 
are physically weak, meet with severe inju- 
ties from trivial accidents, 

In the insane group of h tals 
the institution for feeble 2— n —4— 
on Oct. 1. 1907, 9,681 inmates. Many of these 
suffered from the physical infirmities of 
which I have spoken, many more are epi- 
leptics, and are therefore subject to injuries 
from various accidents. 


“ Avoidable accidents are those which may 
be prevented by @ proper physical equipment

the accidents reported, had two ‘years ago 
unprotected radiators throughout the institu- 
tion. Physical rehabilitation which was con- 
templated and the funds necessary to do this 
requested of the legislature has not been as 
fully done because of the lack of appropria- 
tions: Money has been taken from the main- 
tenance fund and 60 percent or more of the 
radiators have protective coverings at the 
present time. The work of making protective 
coverings for the remainder of the radiators 
is going on at the present time. a 


found the institutions custodial in character. 
Few or no curative measures were used in the 
treatment of the insane and feeble minded. 
The medical staffe did good work as indi- 
viduals, but had no special interest in the 
institutions. Superintendents were appoint- 
ed by former governors for political reasons 
mainly, and the superinfehdent who ex- 
pected to hold his position during but one 
administration naturally took but little in- 
terest in improving of his charges. 

Soon we recognized the necessity for 
bringing the standard of the medical attend- 
ants to a better grade. We recommended to 
the governor the establishing of a psyco- 
pathic institute at one of the institutions 
where the physiciane of the various state 
hospitals and the institution for feeble mind- 
ed could go to schoo} and learn how to reddg- 
nize and how to treat mental diseases. The 
‘legislature granted us the necessary appro- 
priation for this and the psycopathic insti- 
tute is now an established fact. It is located 
at Kankakee and is in operation. 


Formerly a Disgrace. 

“The state institutions were a disgrace 
to Illinois. This condition was due to the 
maladministration of former governors, not 
one, but many. They were considered po- 
litical assets. As a result, the physical prop- 
erties were permitted to retrograde and the 
medical management and the care of pa- 
tients became purely oustodial.. In the older 
institutions the physical impairment was 
such that the patients were uncomfortable, 
and frequently were in danger of life or limb 
from fire or from accident due to the physical 
condition of the property. 

‘‘ Physical conditions have been made much 
better. It will take not less than four years 
more with appropriations made for the pur- 
pose to place the institutions in a good up- 
to-date condition. 

“Today, we have a better spirit in the 
medical stdffs. We have superintendents 
who are alive to their duties and feel that 
the board of charities and others have taken 
an interest in their work. We have com- 
pulsory training schoole for nurses and at- 
tendante in alt of the insane group and in 
the institution for feeble minded. ‘We have 
hospitals for the treatment of the physically 
sick and with equipment to afford modern 
treatment for the acute insane.”

Announcement by the Bankers. 
„Formal notice is given,” declares the 
statement, “ that Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and Blair 
& Co.. at the request and for the account of 
the Wabash railroad company, will purchase 
$8,000,000 three year 5 per cent gold notes of 
the Wheeling and Lake Erie maturing Aug. 1 
at par and acerued interest, upon presenta- 
tion and delivery of the notes and coupons at 

the office of Blair & Co., 24 Broad street.“ 
Tune transaction, which is a purchase of 
the notes rather than a refunding of them, 
carries with it the control r the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie, which is thus transferred

Will Be No Foreclosure. 

The notes fall due tomorrow, and after this, 
technically speaking, they will be in default, 
but it is understood it will be part of the 
agreement that the banking houses shall not 
bring proceedings for foreclosure. Other 
the agreement remain a matter of 
The Wabash will need to do 
more financing in the near future, and it is 
likely the terms for this transaction have 
been embodied in the pregent agreement, 
These terms presumably involve further con- 
cessions by Mr. Gould. 5 

With the control of the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie by Mr. Harriman it is said about $8,000,- 
000 will be spent in double tracking to make it 
of greater value as a connection with Mr. 
Harriman’s Erie railroad. 


. No Facilities for All Traffic. 

The Wheeling and Lake Erie has not had 
facilities to handle nearly as much traffic 
as has been offered to it and the development 
of its capacities would divert a large amount 
of freight to the Erie. The Wabash at Pitts- 


burg, which in connecting with the Wheeling 
t Mingo Junction gave the Gould system 


the entrance into Pittsburg now, is spoken 


- of as a valuable property for the Baltimore 
“end Ohio, which would be able to use its 
terminal and save several million dollars 
“which it planned in spending on a terminal 


of its own. 

The position of the Pennsylvania railroad 
throughout the transactions has not been 
spoken of, although its interests in.the pres- 
ent situation which has been brought about 
in a large Measure by it is admittedly great. 


Was Gould’s Chief Antagonist. 

The Pennsylvania was Mr. Gould’s chief 
antagonist in his attempt to get entrance for 
his system into Pittsburg and was able to 
make the construction of the Wabash to 
Pittsburg, which gave him this entrance, so 
costly as to smother the road under its bur- 
den of fixed charges. 

It was through the Pennsylvania also that 


the Wabash-Pittsburg was unable to get 


trackage connections with the Carnegie Steel 
company and thus could not take advantag: 
of the large freight contract which Mr. Car- 
-‘negie made with Mr. Gould. In view of this 
situation it is pointed out that the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad is not likely to have remained 
dle while the transactions were unde. way 
to parcel out Mr. Gould’s eastern lines to 
other roads. 
Baltimore and Ohio, has had a practical!

In the south the Cen- 
tral of Georgia and the Illinois Central are 
competitors of Morgan’s Southern, and in 
the east the Wabash and Baltimore and 
Ohio would push the fight against Morgan's 
Reading. 

By controlling roads in all sections of the 
country the Harriman-Standard Oil interests 
would be enabled to secure the necéssary 
revenue to provide the sinews of war and 
maintain the properties from their non- 
competitive lines while carrying on a re- 
lentless fight in competitive sections by cut- 
ting rates. 


Refuses to Efface Himself. 

Mr. Harriman’s record is one long story 
of strife from which he usually has emergeé 
victorious—after seeming defeat in many 
cases. 

Twelve months ago certain’ Wali street in- 
terests and President Roosevelt were making 
fierce attacks on Harriman and attempting 
to prove his methods as well as his vast power 
were a menece to the welfare of our institu. 
tions. The lesser lights of Wall street were 
clamoring that Mr. Harriman be compelled to 
give up the control of some of his most im- 
portant properties. Even those who were 
commonly numbered among his friends in- 
sisted that instead of his being the head of 
both the Union Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cific, as well as other lines, heshould appoint 
independent presidents and more or less 
efface himself. 

However, Mr. Harriman firmly declined to 
pay the least heed to either plain sugges- 
tion as to how he should comport himself 
in carrying out the plans he had made ten 
years before. Indeed, he even went so far 
as to declare publicly béfore the interstate 
commerce commission, which was investigat- 
ing him, that if permitted to do so he cer- 
tainly would continue along the lines on 
which he had been acting. He continued to 
fight on: with the result that he acquired 
an interest in the Central of Géorgia rallroad. 


His Erie Tactics Now Recalled. 


A few months ago when the Erie was about 
to default in the payment of the interest on 


suaded the great banking interests of Wali 
street that the system should be rescued from 
bankruptcy. He carried his proposition and 
by the move acquired a strong interest in 
the property, although he is obliged to share 
the control with the Morgan interests. 

The Erie now is in a large measure respon- 
sible for the effectiveness of Harriman’s 
present position in regard to the disposition 
of the Gould lines in the vicinity of Pitts- 
burg, which, according to the reports, he 
proposes to connect with the Erie and secure 
for the Wabash the gnuch desired pathway 
to tidewater. 

In helping the Goulds Mr. Harriman is 
again helping the Erie and has opened a new 


feld for the further development of his ambi- 


tion. 


TRAP FOR HARRIMAN. 

The announcement that a special agent of 
the interstate commerce commission is in 
Chicago endeavoring to secure information 
from the traffic officials of the large shippers 
which may be used in proceedings against the

Default of Interest on Southern 
Indiana Bonds Announced. 


MONEY FALLS DUE TODAY. 


Stated That It Probably Can Be Pro- 
vided in Ninety Days, 


The John R. Walsh interests are unable to 
meet the interest due today on the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Southern Indiana railway. 
The amount needed to meet this obligation 
is $150,560. 

The notices of the default in the interest 
payment state: 

“ Owing to the general depression in rall- 
road business during the last six months, 
which has been especially severe on coal 
carrying roads, the Southern Indiana Rall- 
way company is compelled to defer payment 
of the interest due Aug. 1, 1908, on its first 
mortgage bonds. 

The earnings of the road during the first 
six months of its fiscal year were such as to 
justify the expectation that it would be able 
to meet the interest and other fixed charges 
due at this time out of the earnings of the 
last six months of the fiscal year, and ac- 
cordingly the surplus earnings of the ‘first 
six months were expended in betterments 
and for other corporate purposes. 

It is expected that arrangements will be 
made at an early date for the payment of the 
interest In question, and in default of such 
an arrangement the earnings of the com- 
pany, with the amount now available, will, 
we feel sure, be sufficient even under pres- 
ent conditions to pay the coupons due Aug. 1 
within ninety days.

The Boston and Maine road was men- 
tioned as a defendant in the government's 
petition. 


Attacks the Eight Hour Law. 


Hartford, Conn., July 81.—The New York, 
New Haven, and Hartford Railroad com- 
pany has filed a complaint in the United 
States: Circuit court against the interstate 
commerce commission, attacKing the law 
passed by the last congress entitled An act 
to promote the safety of employés and trav- 
elers on railroads by Umiting the hours of 
service of employés thereon.’’ 

The complaint charges that by no act of 
congress has the interstate commerce com- 
mission been invested with authority and 
power to require the making by any car- 
rier of charges of the character called for. 
It holds that in consequnce of such want of 
power and. authority the said order of the 
commission is not a lawful order. 

The New Haven company asks for an 
order calling upon the commissioners to ap- 
pear and show cause why therelief as for 
should not be granted, and also for an order 
getting aside and nullifying the order of the 
commission and perpetually enjoining it from 
any action or proceedings thereon. 

The writ is made returnable in the Circuit 
court on the first Monday in September.

LONDON. July 31.--The government to- 
night tendered a banquet to the delegates 
to the universal peace congress. Lewis Har- 
court, first commissioner of public works, 
presided. The guests included Herbert 
Henry Asquith, the prime minister; Lord 
Fitzmaurice, the lord chancellor; Lord and 
Lady Courtney, the countess of Aberdeen, 
James Bryce, British ambassador to the 
United States; William T. Stead, and other 
prominent persons. 

Mr. Asquith, in proposing a toast to the 
international peace movement, said he was 
not consoled by the argument that colossal 
armaments were the surest safeguard 
against war when he was assured that the 
annual expenditure of civilized nations for 
armaments was near $25,000,000. 

He was not sanguine enough to believe 
the youngest among those present would live 
to see the advent of universal disarma- 
ment. But, Mr. Asquith continued, the plain 
fact remained that there was no enterprise 
more worthy of the efforts of good men than 
to devise practicable means not only for 
minimizing the risks of international quar- 
rels, but for providing a rational substitute 
for the settlement of disputes by warfare. 

Mr. Asquith asserted that the main thing 
was that the nations should get to know and 
understand one another; half of their quar- 
rels arose through a want of such an under- 
standing, he said. 


CASTRO ‘FIRES’ DUTCH CONSULS 


Venezuela Informs Netherlands of In- 
sults Which Oause Severance of 
Friendly Relations. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, July 29, via Port of 
Spain, July 81.—President Castro has with- 
drawn the exequaturs of The Netherlands’ 
consul and vice consuls in Venezuela.

Brighton Beach. 

We have no hesitation in saying the police de- 
partment at the time of which we speak was not 
dy any means doing all it could have done to pre- 
vent the commission of crime on these race courses. 
We find also officials of the race courses not doing 
all they could have done—all they should Have 
done—to preserve the peace and prevent says- 
tematic gambling upon their race courses. 

On the contrary, we discévered opportunities 
for gambling among the attractions which the 
managers of the race courses relied upon to draw 
crowds to the tracks. Moreover, the officials of 
the racing associations and their agents had ample 
authority under the law to suppress gambling 
upon the tracks during all these periods. 

Instead of using these effective means we 
found that the officials of the Coney Island Jockey 
club and of the Brighton Beach Racing association 
not only neglected their duty in the premises but 
they also took legal counsel and sought in every 
way possible to evade -heir responsibility in order to 
give opportunity to professional bookmakers and 
other gamblers to ply their vocation on the race 
courses.

Saratoga, N. T., July 31.—Beaucoup, an extreme 
outsider, easily won the Delaware handicap at one 
mile here today, The colt ran a remarkable race.

There ‘are few more difficult duties to 
perform than those belonging to this body.

‘Taken with due consideration of its au- 
thor’s persistent attitude toward proposals 
for the amelioration of present conditions 
of service, it is worthy of notice. 

As interpreted by that attitude, Presi- 
dent Weston’s axiom is likely to be trans- 
lated by a discerning if long suffering 
public as further testimony to the stupid 
do-nothing spirit which sooner or later 
will have to be ‘rebuked so drastically as 
to end it. It is perfectly trne that our 
whole interurban transit system will be 
tested at the rush hours as long as the 
loop district is the center of the city’s 
business, and, it may be, no decentraliz- 
ing tendency ever will correct or alter 
that condition. ee ‘hie 

But it does not follow from that condl- 
tion the people are going to allow it to 
serve as an excuse for selfish economies, 
or inefficiency of management, or stub- 
born refusal to do all that can be done to 
make their lot as comfortable as possible, 

The city is. conscious that the best re- 
sults, that the only substantial, perma- 
nent results, can be obtained by a broad 
solution of the whole problem of transpor- 
tation by unification of all systems. In 
the working out of such a solution the 
people will be patient—provided the offi- 
cials* of the private interests considerated 
show them that they are willing to codp- 
erate and are codiperating in this work. 
The disposition shown by any of these 
officials pusillanimously to oppose reforms 
and to fall back for excuse upon the diffi- 
culty of the whole problem will be ade- 
quately punished. The legal and political 
means are ready, and the public authori- 
ties will use them. The public is awake 
and will keep awake on this proposition, 


FIGHTING CHOLERA. 

The Russian government is alarmed 
over a threatened cholera epidemic. Its 
virulence is indicated by a report of elev- 
en deaths in one community out of twelve 
cases. Its spread is attributed to wretch- 
ed sanitary conditions in Volga towns, 
Sewerage systems are wanting as are 
water works. The contamination of the 
Volga river has been followed by that of 


* 


many of its tribukaries. 


The government is taking active meas- 
ures. Isolation hos-‘tals, floating hospi- 
tals, inspection stations, inspection steam- 
ers have been estab, d by the sanitary 
commission. Every etfort is being made 
to secure the services of capable physi- 
cians. The people have been appealed to 
for codperation with the government in 
checking the spread of the epidemic. With 
all these precautions great fear is felt 
that many lives will be lost before vie- 
tory over the disease is assured. 

An examination of the dispatches from 
this distance gives the impression that 
the situation is one which might have 
been prevented had there been proper 
forethought. The government becomes 
active in emergency. Consistent effort in 
maintaining safhitary conditions would 
have been worth more than sporadic effi- 
ciency in administration in time of crisis, 

The Russian situation is another illus- 
tration of the desirability of constant 
study of the national health. Govern- 
ments have been charged with greater in- 
terest in the health of plants and ammals 
than in that of wuman beings. An active 
committee of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science is trying 
to remedy that state of affairs so far as 
the United States is concerned, It urges 
a national health department of some 
sort that wil! have the supervision of 
many matters, ‘ 

The dominant note today in the domain 
of health is that of optimism. To pre- 
vent is counted more rtant and far 
easier than to check in time of epidemic, 
Physicians. are now ready to meet all 
comers in the field of disease. They will 
fight death in countless forms with firm 
hope of victory. Their confidence is due 
to the belief that most of the ills of man- 
kind are preventable. 

City and state boards of health, societies 
of many kinds, special government: bu- 
reaus, technical and popular journals, and 
a large number of othér agencies are 
working for better sanitary conditions and 
a resultant better citizenship. - Govera- 
ment cobrdmation and administration 
would accomplish much. -The strange 
thing is that this has been wanting for 
so long a time in view of the progress 
which medicine and regulation have made,

senate. He had been the reader of the old 
Belgian aristocra¢y, and the importance of 
the family can be best appreciated when it ts 
stated that in 1880 the grandfather of the late 
count was elected to the throne of Belgium in 
recognition of the leading part which he had 
played in bringing about the independence of 
the country from Dutch rule. The comte de 
Merodé of the day declined the honor, and, 
after the crown had been subsequently of- 
fered to the prince de Ligne, and rejected hy 
him, it wae tendered first of all to King Louis 
Philippe’s son, the duc de Nemours, and after 
that to Prince Leopold of Coburg, the son- in- 
law of George IV. of England. Leopold ac- 
cepted the offer, which was made at the sug- 
gestion and on the nomination of the comte 
de Merode, and, marrying Princess Louise of 
Orleans, sister of the duc de Nemours, be- 
came the father of the present ruler of the 
Belgians. | . 

One of the De Merodes married the Italian 
nobleman, Prince Pozzo della Cisterna, 
bringing. him an enormous fortune by way of 
dowry, including several still valuable col- 
lieries in Belgium. It is the only daughter of 
this union, Maria della Cisterna, who married 
the late Prince adeus of Italy, duke of 
Aosta, and for three years king of Spain. 
Her three sons, and the heirs to her great for- 
tune, which is of wholly Merode origin, are 
the present duke of Aosta, the count of Turin, 
and Prince Louis, duke of the Abruzzi. The 
late Count Merode is succeeded by his only 
son, Charles, Who will only attain his major- 
ity in November, and who until now has been 
known by the title of prince de Rubempre, the 
latter being a Bélgian honor conferred by the 


| late King Leopold upon the family. Like his 


father, the new chief of the house of Merode 
will now drop his princely title of Rubempre 
for the minor one of comte de Merode, which 
is the oldest of his many dignities. These in- 
clude the titles of prince of Grimberghe-and 
marquis of Westerloo, the latter an honor 
bestowed by the crown of Spain when The 
Netherlands and Belgium were still subject 
to its rule.

Hatch Chickens by Electricity. 


Chickens are now hatched by electricity. 
An exhibit of an electric incubator in op- 
eration was recently made in a window of the 
office of the Yonkers Electric Light and 
Power company. The device is simply the 
intelligent application of electricity, by 
which heat is generated, and the tempera- 
ture is regulated by a thermostat, which. as 
the temperature rises expands and cuts 
off the electric current. An incandescent 
light within a glass dome which surmounts 
the device automatically goes out, thus re- 
ducing the temperature to the necessary de- 
gree.—New York Tribune.

NEW PORTABLE WINDOW BEDS. 
[From the Philadelphia Inquirer. } 

Several hospitals in this city where patients 
suffering from tuberculosis are treated have 
been experimenting with new portable win- 
dow beds. The beds, which are made of 
white enamel, can be easily arranged at 
any window, and have appliances attached 
whereby they can be moved forward or 
backward any distance ranging from twelve 
to thirty inches. 

Harry Stein, a Philadelphian, designed and 
built the apparatus, and gave the first one 
made to the Rush hospital for the treatment 
of tuberculosis and allied diseases in West 
Philadelphia. 

From the window at which the bed ig 
arranged is a waterproof canvas awning 
surrounded by three covers, which can be 
raised or lowered at will. This prevents 
passers by in the neighborhood from gazing 
at the patient who would be taking that 
kind of treatment, and algo protects the pa- 
tient from the elements. 


SMALL ENGLISH PARISHES, 
{From the London Tid- Bits.] 


Probably few people know that this country 
contains a number of parishes so smal! that 
their population can be housed under one or 
two roofs. For instance, Upper Eldon, near 
Stockbridge, consists of two ‘houses, which, 
with an eleventh century church and à tiny 
God's acre” in the middfe of a farmyard 
adjoining one of the dwellings, comprise the 
whole parish. Not much larger is the popula- 
tion of Lallington, five miles from East- 
bourne. Small as ita church is—the interior 
dimensions are only sixteen square feet—it 
is quite large enough for che inhabitants. 

In Grove, near Leighton Buzzard, there are 
only about a dozen inhabitants, the parish 
containing @ modern farmhouse, two cot- 
tages, andatiny church.

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HE UNTCORN OM THE 

STARS,” the latest d in poetry 
which W. B. Yeats publishes (the 
Macmillan company), is not, so he 
explains, the outcome solely of his 
talent, but is in part the work of Lady Greg- 
ory, the ‘perfect authority in old Irish lore 
and that careful observer of modern Irish 
manners. In the same volume two of Mr. 
Yeats’ best known plays have found repub- 
lication, these being “ Kathleen ni Houll- 
han and The Hour Glass,“ the reason for 
their publication being that Lady Gregory 
rendered some assistance in these also. Mr. 
Yeats feels that he has not previously made 
full statement of the degree of aid lent by 
his fellow-worker, and he therefore offers 
full acknowledgment in the preface to the 
present volume. 

Lady Gregory possesses, Mr. Yeats affirms, 
a greater knowledge of the Irish country 
mind and country speech than any one he 
ever has met with, and she has thus been 
able to tie Mr. Yeats’ dreams to the ground, 
ae it were. It appears that she also gave 
no little help in the writing or Where There 
Is Nothing” and “A Pot of Broth,” and 
that this literary companionship has resulted 
in plays much more to Yeats’ ideal than 
anything he could have done alone“ the 
bringing together,” as he expressed it, of 
the rough life of the road and the frensy 
that the poets have found in their ancient 
cellar—a@ prophecy, as it were of the time 
when it will be once again possible for a 
Dickens and a Shelley to be born in one 


body.” | 


Mr. Yeats insinuates, surely, that such a 
thing once has been possible, and he must, in 
order to have made such a reference, have 
found it among his old Gaels, from whose 
richly stocked cellar of fancies he and his 
brother Neo-Gaels are drawing that curious 
frenzy to which he alludes. He makes 
criticism easy by supplying that word, for 
the semi-mad modern Celtic work stands 
apart from the rest of contemporary litera- 
ture as a barefooted visionary with an eagle's 
feather in his hair would stand apart from 
the sane and self-conscious throng in State 
street. It has an incoherency, at once fasci- 
nating and Irritating to the modern mind, and 
must be classed with the poetry which can be 
felt rather than understood. It is open, as 
the result of its beauty, its passion, and its 
incoherency,.to almost any interpretation 
which the er may choose to place upon 
sometimes inclined to think 
that it means nothing specific, but is rather 
the essence of the heart of Ireland, which 
ig forever wistful and capricious, visionary 
and resentful, with a knowledge of things 
beyond and an indestructible anger at things 
as they are.

However that may be, the hero of “ The 
Unicorn from the Stars is Martin Hearne, 
the nephew of a respectable wagonmaker. 
Martin has the falling sickness,’’ and may 
not look at anything bright or give himself 
long to the contemplation of one object with- 
out being overtaken by a trance so that he 
lies as one dead. Then, in the midst of his 
catalepey, visions and voices come to him. 
Once he had a dream of brightness, and when 
he came to himself nothing would do for 
him but to build him a golden coach. Heput 
half of hie capital Into it and made it so 
strong and so beautiful that the lord leu- 
tenant of Dublin castle Beard of it and sent 
to purchase it, so that it seemed for a time 
as if there might be a high utility in Mar- 
tin’s dreams. But before ever he had it 
finished and while he was working at a shin- 
ing bright knob that was te 60 on it the 
sleep fell on him again, and he had a vision 
of a unicorn from the stars trampling the 
things of earth under his feet. When he was 
aroused from his trance his first words were 
those of reproach because he had been called 
back before the meaning of his vision was 
made plain to him. At this juncture a group 
of beggars troop by, and one of them speaks 
of destruction, Martin tekes that for the 
message that has come to him, and he sets 
in motion a village revolt against labor and 
monotony and all the heavy laws of indus- 
trial social life, which leads to his own dath 
and to temporary chaos in the community. 

What really overtakes him is a passion of 
revolt against the stupidity of men, who 
in these present times have come to look 
upon drudgery as a virtue and upon wealth 
as happinesa The ancient wisdom came upon 
him in his sleep, so that he remembered there 
were things of greater import—old, sub- 
merged delights, which have been lost like 
treasure ships in the maelstrom of present 
day civilization. Nor is there any gainsay- 
ing of Martin Hearne’s implication that al- 
most all of us.enjoy buta fousness 
Our faculties, save that which has to do with 
acquisitiveness, move sluggishly, like the 
torpid, heavy bodies of Deucalion’s abortive 
beings. We live in a perpetual twilight of 
feeling—a twilight so,enduring that only a 
few times in the course of our lives do we 
even remember the sun—only a few times 
do we really become “conscious of exist-

ence,” as Keats says, and test our powers 
of intuition. It is» usual to laugh at the 
spiritual anger which assails adolescents 
when they pereelve how far the world falls 
short of its dreams. That white rage against 
the commonplaceness of modern life felt 
by the young man or woman freshly home 
from college is thought to have much more 
of bathos than of tragedy in it. It is quite 
universally agreed that at such periods it 
becomes the duty of societ} to take it out 
of the dreamer. No one thinks of utilizing 
this indignation, this almost frantic desire 
for beauty and emotion. We attack all such 
beauty breeding emotionalism much as the 
Kentucky mountain men attack a field of 
rattlesnakes. We can find a place for al- 


most anything except inspiration. 


Now, of course, Yeats throws the whole 
question into the Celtic key by making the 
ultimate vision of his seer one of futility 
and disruption. It would actually seem as 
{if Martin Hearne considered it a spiritual 
misfortune that he should at first have 
a vision which became of use. Had: his 
en coach been useless, had it stood a thing 
of loveliness desired by none, he might not 
have wearied of it. The joy in the achieve- 
ment would ‘have sustained him. The mo- 
ment a price was set upon it and it was 
desired by men whom his artistic arrogance 
made him despise then he hated it, and all 

labor upon R seemed as drudgery. This is 
undeniably to a great extent the immemo- 
rial view of the poet. He more frequently 
revolts against than sympathises with the 
world, and it is the enduring and deep grat- 
itude for sympathy which makes the world 
treasure such poets as Burns or Cowper or 
Longfellow—poets who will not endure close 
criticism, but who have offered sincere and 
spontaneous sympathy to the men and 
women among whom they have lived, not as 
bright and glittering aliens, but as common 
friends. I do not think Yeats would wish 
to inculcate an obvious warning in anything 
he might write, but he is not above offering 
a social lesson in a subtle way, and the vicious 
interpretation put upon the utterances of 
his seer by men of lower imagination and 
perception is a fair indication of the man- 
ner in which men of selfish and brutal na- 
tures put into practice the maunderings of 
our sentimental anarchists, who are the 
most benevolent and delicate minded of 
beings, but who, when they imagine their 
dreams to be capable of application, must 
‘presuppose a world of angels. What they 
desire, however, and what Martin Hearne de- 
sired, was beauty for beauty’s sake, hospital- 
ity without limit, a revival of joy and of 
freedom, a lightening of the loads and a loos- 
ening of the taut straps for harness sore 
bearers of burdens. They long for an inten- 
sification of life. | 

“Father John,” says Martin, “ heaven is 
not what we have believed it to be. It le 
not quiet; it is not singing and making musio 
and all strife at an end. I have seen it; I 
have been there. The lover still lives, but 
with greater passion; and the rider still rides, 
but the horse goes like the wind and leaps 
the ridges; and the battle goes on always, 
always. That is the joy of heaven, con- 
tinual battle. I thought the battle was here 
and that the joy was to be found bere on 
earth—that all one, had to do was to bring 
again the old, wild earth of the stories; but 
no, it is not here; We shall not come to that 
joy, that battle, till we have put out every- 
thing that cam be seen and handled, as I put 
out this candle. We must put out the whole 
world as I put out this candle; we must put 
out the light of the stars and the light of 
the sun and the light of the moon, till we have 
brought everything to nothing once again. 
I saw it in a broken vision, but now all ip 

: Where there is nothing, where 
there u nothing . . there is God! 

That ia the gist of the play; it is, indeed, 
the gistiof much of the modern thought. 
it is not! alone the sentimental anarchists 
who are saying it but all those neo-religion- 
ists who: so irritate the orthodox. But of 
course the trouble comes here, that, though 
Martin said his vision was at length plain, he 
does not make it plain to us, an oversight 
which seems to universally obtain among 
his cult. It always has been 4 pleasant 
thing to throw off responsibility. Toa great 
extent the monastery is an outcome of that 
inclination. 

The question has been asked more than 
once in these columns, and in all courtesy 
I ask it again: Is the wine exhumed from 
this forgotten cellar of old Celtic romance 
fit for our drinking?

CHICAGO, July $1.—Hog trade was & repetition 
of that of the preceding day, with prices advancing 
60 fast that it was almost impdesible to follow 
them or to accurately gauge the gains.

ASKS EXEMPTION 


Thomasson to Appear Be- 
fore Reviewers. 


ASSESS PUBLIC PROPERTY 


Rogers Park Water Works and 
Various Police Stations Are 
Now on the Roll. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Nelson 
Thomasson Jr. was selected yesterday by 
Corporation Counsel Brundage to represent 
the city at the hearings of the board of re- 
view. Attorney Thomasson will go before 
the board Monday morning and demand ex- 
emption of more than thirty pieces of city 
property which this year the assessors in 
gome way have placed on the tax lists. 

In the interest of the city’s revenue Mr. 
Thomasson also will watch the assessment 
ists of the large corporations and see to it 
that fair valuations are placed on their prop- 


- erty. The work will be similar to that done 


for the city last year by Attorney John Hill. 
The city property placed on the tax lists 
this year includes firé and police stations, 
pumping stations, and other buildings. One 
of the pumping stations assessed is the Rog- 
ers Park water works, which were bought by 
the city and are being paid for on the install- 
ment plan. The title to the property, how- 
ever, still is in the hands of the Rogers Park 
Water company and the deed is in escrow. 
This situation explains how the assessors 
came to place a levy against that piece of 


municipal property. The whole matter will 


be explained to the reviewers by Mr. Thom- 
aacon. 

“City property ie exempt from taxation,“ 
said the attorney. Some thirty pieces of 
municipal property have been placed on thé 
assessment lists. By what metbod of reason- 
ing it was done I don’t know. 

“I shall bring the matter to the attention 
of the board, and when the situation is ex- 
eee I believe the reviewers will strike out 

the assessment.“ 


Phone Company Assessment. 


The personal property assessment of the 
Chicago Telephone company in the seven 
towns of Chicago was fixed by the reviewers 
at $8,905,000. This is a reduction of $1,405,- 
000 from the valuation made by the board of 
-@ssessors this year and a boost over last 
year's assessment of $740,000. 

The reduction was made at the request of 
President B. E. Sunny of the telephone com- 
pany, the reviewers accepting as correct 
the returns as to personal property of the 
company made by Mr. Sunny. While asking 
for a reduction, President Sunny volunteered 
the information that his company ought to 

on at least $740,000 more personalty this 

ear than last.
